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DETAILS 


BASIS FOR INVESTIGATION 


This inquiry was instituted under the provisions 
of Title 18, Section 32, United States Code, which prohibits 
the wilful destruction of civil aircraft in interstate commerce. 


On January 5, 1960, Nawional Airlines (NAL) Jet 
Flight #601 was scheduled to depart from New York International 
Airport (Idlewild) at 9:15 p.m., and arrive at Miami, Florida, 
at about 11:35 p.m., the same date. There were 105 passengers 
with reservations for the flight, Sometime before departure, 
the exhaust from another jet nearby, kicked up a stone which 
eracked the windshield of the craft scheduled for Flight 601. 
It therefore became necessary to announce a delayed departure 
and later, when repairs could not be completed promptly, that 
flight was cancelled. 


To provide accomodations for the passengers, two 
special flights were scheduled. Flight #2107, an Blectra prop-jet, 
and Flight #2511, a DC6B, were set up. ‘The Electra, carrying 
76 passengers and a crew of five, departed at 11:30 p.m., and 
anived safely at Miami. The DC6B, bearing the other 29 persons 
originally destined on the Jet, and a crew of five, left ab 
11:34 p.m. It crashed near Bolivia, North Carolina, at about 
2:37 a.m., on January 6, 1960, killing all on board. 


Among passengers on the DC6B was JULIAN ANDREW FRANK, 6 
32, an attorney and mortgage broker, with offices at 60 East 42nd pic

The crash site was about sixteen miles inland from 
the North Carolina coast and bodies of all crew members and’ 
passengers, except that of FRANK, were found within a general area 
of 400 yards of the main wreckage site. FRANK's body was found 
several days after the crash on the bank of the Cape Fear River 
near the coast line, sixteen miles away, together with various 
items of wreckage from the fuselage, as well as equipment from 
the plane's interior. 
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Airline records reflect that FRANK carried onto 
the plane twe ounds of hand luggage and that he had no other 
baggage. described the luggage as consisting of an bé 
attache case and a blue flight bag, although NAL records indicate bIC 
he weighed inoniy one iten., Neither item ever was located nor 
was any money which he might have been carrying. His waliet 
found in his trousers_pocket was empty except for some items 
of no significance. poe NE isaia he sometimes carried 
another wallet in his coat, but such an item was never found. 


Within several days of the report that FRANK had 
been a passenger on the ill-fated airliner, word spread through 
insurance circles in New York that he had recently insured himself 
very heavily. Since April 1959, it developed that JULIAN FRANK 
had purchased life and accident policies with a total valve of 
$997,500.00. Together with a $10,000 Service Life policy, 
originally obtained during a short period of military service, 
this gave PRANK coverage in excess of a million dollars. 


Reports also were received that FRANK had expressed 
a deep fear of flying and had offered to wager with friends that 
he would not return alive from some of the trips he planned to 
take. Other rumors indicated that certain underworld elements 
may have been FRANK's source of funds for use in handling 
mortgages, but investigation has not confirmed this supposition, 


The purpose of FPRANK's trip to Miami appeared to 
have been in connection with his mortgage business and early 
reports indicated he may have been carrying a large amount of 
cash with him at the time of his death, possibly a quarter of 
@million dollars. 


Asreither FRANK's luggage nor a possible second 
wallet was found, the amount of money he may have carried is 
not known. However, the activity in his bank accounts reflected 
no substaniial balances against which he could have made with- 
drawals and investigation has indicated he had deceived an 
associate in Florida relative to the $250,000 he represented was 
available for the mortgage which the client believed would be 
closed on January 6, 1960. © 
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Investigation has established that FRANK's personal 
funds were low at the time of his death and that he had mis~ 
vepresented the significance of valueless papers. Potential 
mortgagors from whom he had received substantial fees were 
becoming increasingly impatient. 


HERBERT CANTOR of 53-01 196th Street, Flushing, 

New York, a former New York City Policeman, who is retired 

on disability, was employed as office manager and investigator 
in FRANK's law office. In addition to general legal practice, 
FRANK was reported to have been attempting to negotiate large 
mortgage loans through a corporation he operated, J & P

The Civil Aeronautics Board immediately began 
inquiry, including a reassembly of the crashed plane. Event- 
uaily it became apparent that disablement of the aircraft nad 
occurred initially in the cabin area from a dynamite explosion 
which had biown FRANK out of the aircraft along with various 
items from the plane's interior. 


Medical examination of FRANK's body indicated that 
his injurles were unlike injuries suffered by any of the other 
victims, but were typical of injuries which would be caused 
by an explosion near his feet. 


The purpose of this investigation has been to 
establish the source of the pertinent explosive device and 
to determine who may have carried or placed it on the plane. 


Indications of the nature of FRANK's activities and 
remarks, proof of his recently acquired heavy insurance and 
evidence that the explosion had occurred in close proximity 
to him, guided the investigation into FRANK's widespread 
business and legal affairs. 
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In pursuing aspects of PRANK's life, and 
matters related to the crash, over 4100 interviews have been 
conducted by, or for, Bureau representatives, of which 
approximately 1000 were with persons engaged to some degree 
in handling explosives. Inquiries have been made in forty-four 
FBI Field Divisions, as well as in six foreign countries. 
Hundreds of evidentiary specimens have been examined by the 
FBI Laboratory. . 


Although no evidence has been developed to place 
FRANK in possession of an explosive device, he did make in~ 
quiries relative to acquisition of dynamite samples and 
delayed fuses several months before his death, This incident 
occurred in a period when FRANK was obtaining substantial 
additional insurance coverage. 


As the ill-fated plane carried only one-third of its 
passenger capacity, no seat assignments were made and NAL has 
no records to indicate FRANK's relative position in the cabin 
at the time of the crash. However, in consideration of the 
probability that FRANK's expulsion from the plane was coinci-+ 
dental with the explosion, and that the blast occurred near 
his feet, it would appear that he was seated in the forward 
section, ahead of the wing, on the right side of the cabin. 


Autopsies on FRANK's body were performed by an 
Armed Forces Medical Examiner at Southport, North Carolina, 
and the New York City Medical Examiner at New York City, 
where the body was brought for burial. ‘The death certificate 
issued by the Register of Deeds, Brunswick County, North 
Carolina, on January 13, 1960, lists date of death as January 
6, 1960, and the cause of death as "Injury received in air- 
plane crash.” 
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FRANK was buried at Westchester Hilis 
Cemetery, Hastings-on-Hudson, New York, on January 12, 1960.

Various personal and business records of FRANK, 
which had been maintained in his office, as well as his house, 
were madé available for examination by attorney for 
the estate, pursuant to a subpoena duces tecum issued by the 
United States Attorney, Southern District of New York, These 

provided the basis for hundreds of interviews with persons who had 
had some type of relationship with FRANK, Fel teetined 

to make available FRANK's files pertaining to his Tegal business, 
pasing his position on a desire to protect the lawyer-client 
relationship which he said he felt existed in these instances. 


This report summarizes the various areas in which 
investigation has been conducted, Some of the same incidents 
are necessarily repeated in separate sections in order to fully 
picture the goal of a particular avenue of inguiry.

In July, 1958, HERBERT CANTOR began employment with 
JULIAN PRANK, at 6O East 4end Street, New York, New York, 
as Office Manager and Investigator, at a salary of $95.00, 
a week, In this capacity, CANTOR stated he answered tele- 
phones, arranged appointments for FRANK, and investigated 
eriminal and civil matters, CANTOR also stated that, in 
connection with some of FRANK's real estate deals, he tra- 
velled to various cities in the United States to make a 
physical inspection of the sites on which FRANK had made 
mortgage commitments. 


In reference to JULIAN FRANK, CANTOR advised that 
FRANK was a happye go-lucky fellow, who loved life but who 
had a terrible fear of airplane travel and had a premonition 
that he would die in an airplane crash, CANTOR stated that 
FRANK's fear of air travel was occasioned by his being in 
a wreck in the service in Biloxi, Mississippi. CANTOR stated 
that another of the reasons for FRANK!'s fear of air travel 
was the fact that on two occasions he was in commercial 
airplanes which developed mechanical difficulties, CANTOR 
also advised that he knew of no enemies of JULIAN FRANK 
with the exception of JERRY PLUCER-SARNA, According to 
CANTOR, FRANK and PLUCER-~SARNA had had a disagreement over 
the disbursement of money by FRANK that was quite bitter, 
but it was CANTOR's definite opinion that PLUCER would not 
resort to an act of violence against FRANK, CANTOR also 
advised that he knew of no previous criminal clients of 
FRANK, with whom FRANK had any serious disagreement, or who 
might have had a grievence against FRANK so serious that 
they would commit an act of violence or have an act of 
violence committed against FRANK, He also advised that he 
never heard FRANK discuss explosives and never saw any 
explosives in FRANK's possession or in FRANK's office at 
60 East 42nd Street. 
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In reference to JERRY PLUCER-SARNA, CANTOR 
advised that it. was his opinion that at the time J-and P 
Factors was incorporated, the J and P in the name of the ' 
corporation stood for JERRY PLUCER-SARNA, a photographer, ' 
Some difficulty arose between FRANK and PLUCER over the 
amount of $20,000.00, which PRANK was holding in escrow 
for PLUCER, PLUCER believed that FRANK had misappropriated 
the $20,000.00 and made a complaint to that effect to the 
New York Bar Association and the Manhattan District At- 
torney's Office. OANTCR advised that as a result of PLUCER's 
actions, the Bar Association of New York County was holding 
hearings in reference to FRANK's actions pertaining to the 
alleged misappropriation of PLUCER's money. CANTOR insisted 
however that, although this i11 feeling existed between 
FRANK and PLUCER, he did not believe PLUCER would in any way 
commit an act of violence against FRANK or cause such an 
act to be committed, 


CANTOR stated that in the Fall of 1959, FRANK 


became very nervous and upset and found it diffic nk 
clearly, During this period, FRANK was defending be { 
emarecr and in connection with a federal trial ite 
or gecking In @ southern District of New York, FRANK 
asked to be relieved in connection with the defense, but on 
the orders of the judge, he was forced to continue the trial, 
although he attempted to have[___——sr'dWvreliieve him as 
trial attorney. On the second day of this trial, November 17, 
1959, FRANK did not call ffice, which was unusual, and 
did not appear in court.  irentheandy called 
CANTOR from the court attempting to Tocate FRANK since the 
judge was extremely annoyed and indicated he would hold 
PRANK for contempt. Late in the afternoon of November 17, 
CANTOR calle in Westport, Comnecticut, and she 
stated tha was at Idlewld Airport, and was ap- 
parently extremely nervous and sick, CANTOR drove to the 
Airport, where he found FRANK, who appeared % i 
soul in a fog," nh ephonically advising that 
he had locate she replied, "Don! e mM £0.

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INTERVIEWS WITH BUSINESS AND 
SOCIAL ACQUAINTANCES OF JULIAN FRANK 


In the opinion generally of business and social 
acquaintances who had any ¢lose association with JULIAN 
FRANK, hé waS a supreme egotist and braggart who had big, 
"vet rich quick" ideas. A majority of these individuals 
expressed the opinion that JULIAN PRANK was an intelligent 
but unscrupulous operator who invariably failed to 
deliver on his businéss commitments, Opinion was 
Givided as to FRANK's probable disposition for self- 
destruction, 


He was generally regarded as mechaincally inept 
although he appears to have had two years of basic 
engineering as a high school student, To many, FRANK 
was an enigma, a personable individual socially but 
nevertheless a brash, unlikeable person in his business 
dealings. . 


Most_of business associates b6 
had never met put all regarded her favorably. b7C 


PRANK made repeated comments to associates of 
a recently acquired fear of flying, yet many who had 
traveled with him by air could not confirm that he actually 
had evidenced such a feeling. 


Fellow commuters on the Westport to New York 
train who at times played bridge with him on these daily 
trips, rated him from poor to good as a player but stated 
he was a détermined competitor who would attempt to 
bluff most of the time. They had little or no knowledge 
of FRANK's business activities, but several recailed his 
bragging about "big deals" and "get rich quick" schemes, 


Many persons interviewed, whose names were obtained 
from his records, had no knowledge of FRANK or his 
activities and could not explain how their names were 
known to him. Others were friends of AARON FRANK; JULIAN's 
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date father, but knew little of JULIAN. 


Descriptions applied to FRANK by acquaintances 
included the following terms: egomaniac, high spirited, 
extrovert, genius, good lawyer, poor lawyer, braggert, 
phony, big dealer, immature, discourteous, vindictive, 
unserupulous and devoid of moral consideration in business. 


Aside from two instances, as elsewhere reflected 
in this report, none indicated that FRANK had ever expressed 
an interest in explosives. None reported any knowledge that 
he may actually have acquired dynamite or a bomb. 


From all but a very few of his closest associates, 
FRANK successfully concealed evidence of mental strain, his 
true financial condition and the fact that his mortgage 
brokerage business had been operating on ideas and promotion 
alone and without financial support. 


It was established that FRANK had dated other 
women occasionally since his marriage, though none of those 
identified and interviewed indicated an intimate relation- 
ship with him. : 
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SUMMARY OF JULIAN FRANK'S KNOWN 
MEDICAL HISTORY 


JULIAN FRANK served in the United States 
Army Air Force, He enlisted in the Inactive Reserve on 
February 3, 1944. He was given a tertificate of disability 
for discharge on October 25, 1945, for a recurrent right 
shoulder dislocation, incurred while he attended the 
University of Buffalo under the Army Specialist Training 
Reserve Program (ASTRP) during the period July 10, 1944+ 
March 31, 1945, having received first instructions to 
report for training June 28, 1044, FRANK failed this 
course of instruction and on March 31, 1945, was ordered 
to return home and await call to active duty. FRANK on 
June 26, 1945, reported for assignment at AAP Basie 
Training Center Number Two, Keesler Field, Biloxi, Mississippi. 
FRANK was admitted to the AAF hospital Keesler Field, 
Biloxi, Mississippi, on July 9, 1945, for treatment 
of "dislocation, recurrent, right shoulder; accidently 
injured while wrestling in authorized physical training 
in ASTRP training, University of Buffalo and was discharged 
from the hospital August 14, 1945. He received 
an honorable discharge on October 25, 1945, 


These records also showed FRANK had a mastoid

At the outset of this investigation, it was 
suggested by varlous individuals interviewed that FRANK had 
influential contacts with the New York underworld and was, 
in fact, the custodian of funds of racketeers and hoodlums 
which he invested in mortgage deals. The most prominent name 
mentioned was that of ANTHONY CARFANO also known as Little 
Augie Pisano, who was slain in September,1959. To date, 
interviews wlth New York underworld figures and other indi- 
viduals who were associated with CARFANO have failed to 
develop any connection between FRANK and CARFANO, None of 
CARFANO's associates admitted knowing FRANK, 


rs prominent New York criminal attorney, 
indicated aG individuals of CARFANO's stature in the New York 
underworld would not be inclined to associate with an individual 
of PRANK's type. Had FRANK handled investments for rackets 
figures, he presumably would haye had large sums of money at 

his disposal, a circumstance which was not confirmed through 
investigation. 


PRANK was friendly with one HARRY STONE, a much older 
man, who was instrumental in getting clients for FRANK, among 
which were hijackers and narcotics peddlers. 


STONE operates an automobile and insurance business 
in the Bronx, New York, and is reported to have connections 
with various minor underworld figures and with some law 
enforcement officials in the New York area. STONE was well 
known to FRANK's father and when JULIAN FRANK went into private 
practice, STONE sent potential clients to him. 
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In defending many of these individuals in criminal 
actions, FRANK achieved no marked degree of success, Infor- 
mation has been developed that FRANK indicated to some of his 
clients, he was able to put in a fix because of his prior 
connections as an Assistant United States Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York.

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EXPLOSIVE SURVEY 
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New_York City 


A survey was initiated to determine the outlets 
and distribution of explosives as well as to learn the 
individuals and construction companies who handle er have 
access to explosives in the New York City area. It was 
ascertained that a stringent control is attempted to 
account for all explosives used in New York City. 


The agency which has the primary jurisdiction 
of exercising this control is the Bureau of Combustibles 
of the Fire Department, New York City. This agency 
issues permits to individuals as well as construction 
companies who make application to this agency to handle 
explosives in the New York .City area, The procedure 
used to obtain a permit is for the applicant to file 
with the Bureau of Combustibles, an application to 
secure a permit to handle explosives, 


This may be for a position of blaster, 
explosive keeper, or as a driver of a vehicle to transport 
explosives, The person requesting a permit must also 
submit a letter of acceptance from = prospective employer 
who will utilize this person ise een Ubich wril 
require him to handle explosives, “The applicant is 
fingerprinted and is checked through the files of the 
New York City Police Department (NZCED) . 


Upon finding the sop sant® request for a permit 
to be favorable, a permit is issued to this person for 
@ nominal fee permitting him to handle explosives in the 
New York City area, This permit is good for one year 
and must be renewed every year. Failure to renew this 
permit within one year of the time of issuance auto~ 
matically cancels this permit and if the person desires 
to be a licensed handler of explosives, he must again 
ee application as if he were applying for the first 
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Construction companies are also required 
to make application to the Bureau of Combustibles for a 
permit to explode explosives within the New York City 
area and further are required to be bonded. The Bureau 
of Combustibles employs a staff of inspectors who 
daily check on construction companies to see that they 
do not violate the rules in regard to the safekeeping 
of explosives, 4 


Construction companies are required to have a 24 
hour guard on all magazines stoPing explosives in 
New York City. 


During this survey, it was ascertained that 
there is only one outlet for explosives to the construction 
companies opeYating throvsiout the New York City area. 
This is "Explo" Incorporated, Edgewater Road and 
Oak Point Avenue, Bronx, New York, This company was once 
owned by the Dupont Company but is presently/Separate 
entity but purchases all explosives from the Dupont 
Company. 


"Explo" Incorporated has approximately 15 
persons in its employ and these individuals are all 
licensed by the Bureau of Combustibles to handle 
explosives, 


By request, dally deliveries are made by "Explo 
Incorporated" to construction companies desiring 
explosives, It is unlawful for this company to transport 
explosives over any of the bridges or through any of the 
tunnels connecting the different boroughs comprising 
New York City. Therefore, this company must utilize 
a boat to transport explosives which explosives are 
then loaded upon trucks and transported to their 
destination, 


Construction companies often find it more 
economical to give back to “Explo Incorporated", without 
any reimbursement, explosives not expended rather 
than to have to pay a licensed watchman required 24 
hours a day to guard a magazine. This is the only 
time that a partially used case of dynamite may be 
transported in New York City. 
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This dynamite is then stored in the magazines 
at "Explo Incorporated" until sufficient loose sticks 
of dynamite are on hand to compose a full box. "Expo 
then numbers each stick with their own number, 
which number also is written on the box. 


It should be noted that each box of dynamite 
manufactured by the Dupont Company has a number 
corresponding to the same number on each stick of 
dynamite it contains. Each construction company 
must submit daily to the Bureau of Combustibles a 
report indicating the quantity of dynamite expended 
Gaily as well as the number of each stick used. 

"Explo Incorporated" also submits daily to the Bureau of 
Combustibles the amount of explosives sold to a certain 
company and the number contained on the box, 


All construction companies licensed by the 
Bureau of Combustibles to use explosives in the New 
York City area have been contacted to determine whether 
any explosives have been missing, stolen, 
unaccounted for, or whether any unauthorized person had 
attempted to secure explosives from these companies, 
ov if any of their employeesmve reported anyone making 
such an approach, . 


. All of these companies contacted have advised 
that no such approach had been reported to them and 
further that no explosives were missing. 


A list of approximately 450 individuals licensed 
by the Bureau of Combustibles to handle explosives in 
New York City was obtained from that bureau. Approximately 
420 were interviewed in regard to being approached by 
anyone for explosives or whether they knew JULIAN A. 
FRANK or his associates. All of those interviewed 
advised that they did not know JULIAN FRANK and further 
were never approached by anyone to obtain explosives. 
Efforts are continuing to interview those not contacted. 
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During the course of contact with the 
construction companies and licensed handlers of 
explosives, it was learned that although the Gity of 
New York, through the Bureau of Combustibles, attempts 
to exercise a stringent control over explosives, 
there are means through which explosives may be 
obtained illegally. This circumstance is based on 
the fact that a blaster may use only two sticks of 
dynamite and claim to have used three, keeping the 
third stick of dynamite for himsaf. 


At the New York Public Library, 4end Street 
and Fifth Avenue, New York City, reference books on 
explosives are catalogued under specific code numbers which 
also relate to certain other matters including chemistry 
and Plasties, They are filed only by date of the charge 
out, 


An examination of approximately 50,000 charge out 
slips covering the period from October 1, 1959 through January 
5, 1960, was made and 164 were found to fall in the indicated 
category. None bore the name of JULIAN FRANK nor of any of 
his known associates nor were any of the persons named 
identifiable in the indices of this office, 


The 164 charge out slips were forwarded to the 
.EBI Laboratory for comparison with the known handwriting 
of JULIAN FRANK, Nothing of significance was noted by 
the laboratory in connectim with this comparison. 
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Westchester County 


A survey was conducted in Westchester 
County to determine the accessibility of explosives, 
the outlets of explosives, and the names cf those 
individuals who handie explosives with the thought 
that JULIAN FRANK or one of his assceclates may have 
obtained explosives in this county. 


It was ascertained that there was no control 
in Westchester County where the names of construction 
companies and individuals handling explosives may be 
obtained. It was determined that there were two 
distributors of explosives in Westchester County, 
Dittmar Explosives Incorporated, Mount Vernon, New York, 
and Grayrock Supply Company, White Plains, Néw York. 
These two companies also furnish explosives to three 
outlets, namely, Kellogs and Lawrence, Incorporated, 
Katonak, New York, Byrum Coal and Supply Company, Port 
Chester, New York, and Peekskill Mason Supply Company, 
Peekskill, New York. 


All the above have been contacted and names of 
those individuals purchasing explosives were obtained. 


The cities of Yonkers and Mount Vernon, New 
York, require that individual handlers of explosives be 
licensed. Consequently, names of the licensed explosive 
handlers were obtained. 


It was determined that approximately 225 
individuals were licensed or purchased explosives in 
Westchester County during 1959. Of this number, 205 
have been contacted to date and none of these persons 
indicated knowledge of,or contact with,JULIAN FRANK 
or his associates and none admit ever being approached 
by anyone to obtain explosives. 
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State of Connecticut 


It was ascertained at the State Fire Marshal's 
Office, Connecticut State Police, Hartford, Connecticut, 
that approximately 461 individuals and/or concerns were 
issued one or more permits by the State of Connecticut 
to purchase, transport, or use explosives during the period 
June 1, 1959 to January 6, 1960. 


Approximately 410 persons and concerns have 
been contacted to date by the New Haven Office and 
none were able to furnish any information pertinent to 
this investigation. 


The New Haven Office is continuing to 
contact licensed handlers of explosives. 
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Western Survey 


Because of the extended travel by JULIAN 
FRANK duri io} d December, 1959, at which 
time FRAN oT roveted to California, a 
survey was instituted along Route 66 which was utilized | 
in travel from Galesburg, Illinois, westward,

Because investigation reflected relatively 
greater time consumed in his travel from California 
to Oklahoma than from the latter noint to his home, 
as well as because of the general availability of 
explosives in the west, the survey was limited to the 
areas noted, 


Bureau’ offidés at Oklahoma City, Salt Lake City, 
Los Angeles, Phoenix, San viego, Springfield, and Alouduerque 
were requested to contact explosives outlets to determine 
whether FRANK might have obtained explosives while 
on his western trip. 


All the above offices conducted surveys along 
Route 66 of explosive outlets and all advised that no 
information was developed of persons purchasing explosives 
identifiable with JULIAN FRANK. 


Similar inquiry also has been conducted by 
Florida Offices with negative results. 
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SUMMARY OF CIVIL AERONAUTICS 
BOARD REPORE = 
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On April 1, 1960, the Bureau fyrnighed an 
outline used by the Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB) hearing 
in this case, Wilmington, North Carolina, on March 22, 
23, 1960, and the 69 exhibits presented at this hearing. 


: Set forth hereinafter is a summary of the 
CAB hearing and the exhibits that were submitted. 


The CAB hearing can be classified into fou 
distinct areas of examinations. 4 


i. History of the flight 
2. Structural. investigation 
3. Human factors 


4, Federal Bureau of Investigation Laboratory 
examinations. 


In reference to the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Laboratory examination, a summary of the findings of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation Laboratory ig set out 
elsewhere in this report. 


The history of flight 2511 was traced through 
@ series of exhibits presented at the CAB hearing and 
these exhibits documented the testimony. These exhibits 
followed the flight from its departure at 11:3 PM from 
Idlewild Airport to the time of its crash at abovt 
2:7 AM on January 6, 1960, at Bolivia, North Carolina. 
The tracing of this flight was accomplished through the 
records of National Airlines, its. personnel, weather reports, 
interviews of pilots of other planes which flew in the 
general area of Wilmington, North Carolina, on January 6, 
1960, and statements from witnesses in Bolivia, North Carolina. 
Based on these interviews, it would appear that flight 
2511 followed normal procedures concerning its flight 
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equipment and the weather in the area of Bolivia, 

North Carolina, was most likely smooth, but with some 
turbulance. A series of witnesses were interviewed 

in Bolivia, who advised that they had heard a plane 
flying overhead just prior to the crash, and three stated 
that they had distinctly heard explosions prior to the 
actual crash. One of these witnesses described the 
explosion as similar to a noise made by dynamite or 

a bomb. 


After the actual crash, CAB divided 
its investigation into two parts, a structu%linvestigation 
which was concerned with the investigation of the 
aircraft in regard to the cause of the crash through 
possible structwalfailure, fatigue or defective material 
and a human factors investigation. 


The structurazinvestigation was technical 
in nature. Numerous photographs were introduced in order 
to show the extent of the damage to the aircrafte 


CAB concluded after a mockup of the plane 
and an examination of the actual wreckage distribution, 
that the aircraft sustained a partial disintegration 
of its fuselage in vicinity of ‘Kure Beach, North 
Carolina. Through the use of charts, CAB concluded 
that the aircraft travelled some 16 miles in a generally 
westerly direction before a general disintegration 
of the aircraft occurred in the vicinity of Bolivia, 
North Carolina. 


Examination of the wreckage by CAB examiners 
at the accident scene disclosed no evidence of any 
malfunctioning or failure prior to the initial 
disintegration of the fuselage. The mockup study disclosed 
that there was a greater damage on the right side of the 
cabin in the vicinity of seats number six and seven. 
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Portions of the cabin flooring in this area were missing 
and the floor surrounding the missing area was 

severely deformed. A portion of the fuselage 

side wall in this area was missing. Based on this 
exhaustive structuwe. investigation, the CAB concluded 
that no evidence of fatigue, cracking, malfunctioning 
or failure prior to the initial fuselage disintegration 
was found. 


Representatives of CAB, United States Air Force 
Medical Corps, Armed Forces Institute of Pathology, | 
Federal Aviation Agency, Douglas Aircraft Company, Netional 
Airlines, and Eastern Airlines, were on a committee which 
conducted the investigation into the human factors. 


The human factors investigation was concerned 
with an examination of the bodies of the 29 passengers 
and the erew of five aboard the ill-fated plane. 

At the request of CAB, the Armed Forces Institute of 
Pathology and the Medical Examiner's Office of the City 
of New York conducted a series of examixabions on the bodies 
of the passengers. As the body of JULIAN FRANK was found 
16 miles from the main wreckage indicating that he had 
gone out of the plane during the initial stages of 
fuselage failure, a detailed autopsy. was performed 

on his body. In addition, autopsies were performed on 
an additional passenger and on flight crew members. 

A complete and detailed external examination of the crew 
members and passengers was made. 


Duxing the autopsy on the body of FRANK, Xrays 


were tal ed that : b6 
As the vesult of these autopsies BTC 
it was concluded that the body of JULIAN FRANK suffered £ 


injuries especially to the extremities which were different 
to those of otlier passengers and were also different to 
those inflicted on passengers who had been killed in other 
air fatalities. None of the other bodies sustained 
injuries similar to those of FRANK 
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The human facters investigation conducted 
extensive examination of the passenger seats and 
safety belts. As a result of the examination, it was 
determined that one triple seat located on the right 
side of the airplane was missing and had not been 
recovered. 


All seats that were recovered sustained 
impact damage to a varying degree; however, two triple 
seats seemed to be of particular importance, te of 
these was the seat recovered at Snows Marsh which was the 
only seat recovered outside of the main wreckage area. 
The other seat was a triple seat upon which was found 
deposits of tiangasisce dioxide.

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SUMMARY OF FBI DABORATORY EXAMINATIONS 
AND RELATED HARTERS 


The FBI Laboratory examinations should be 
considered in the light of the information developed during 
the Civil Aeronautics Board hearings held at Wilmington, 
North Carolina, in March, 1960. These hearings concluded, 
after an exhaustive structural investigation, that there 
was no evidencs of fatigue, cracking, malfunctioning 
or failure prior to the initial fuselage disintegration. 
The hearing concluded,based on an autopsy on the body of 
JULIAN FRANK, that FRANK had suffered injuries, especially 
to the extremities, which were different to those of other 
passengers and were also different to those inflicted 
on passengers who had been killed in other air fatalities. 
None of the other bodies in the crash of the DC6B 
sustained injuries similar to those of FRANK. 


Extensive examinations by the FBI Laboratory 
have been conducted in this case. Items have been submitted 
which were found at the crash scene in Bolivia, North 
Carolina, from the DC6B aircraft and also items which were 
found in the body of passenger JULIAN PRANK. 


Spectrographic snicroscopic-chemical analysis, 
toolmark-electronic ,murochemi¢al and document examinations 
have been conducted by the FBI Laboratory on the evidence 
submitted. This summary contains the more pertinent 
conclusions based on these examinations as reported by 
the FBI Laboratory. 


Evidence o£ An Explosion 


The findings of the FBI Laboratory, indicative : 


of a dynamite explosion, are c. to the 
examination of the items found 
and should be considered together.

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In a communication dated February 18, 1960, the 
FBI Laboratory advised that as a result of findings 
arrived at through consideration of specimens from the plane 
and the crash area submitted to that date, the following 
pertinent facts were noted:

A metal air vent bore foreign deposits, the 
composition of which is consistent with 

and typical of residues remaining after the 
detonation of dynamite. 


A manganese dioxide. dry cell battery mix was 
splattered on a portion of a” Pléxigiass window 
found in the Kure Beach area.

manganese dioxide. Particles removed from FRANK's 
hand also consisted of manganese dioxide. Dry 
cell batteries are one means of initiating a 
dynamite explosion. 


Small steel wires from FRANK's hand and arm, 

from a right hand seat belt, from between 

fuselage sai(i4oms 336 and 341, approximately 
directly -below second emergency exit from front 

on left side of craft, and from pieces of floor mat 
believed to be from the right side, over the center 
section, are all similar to one another in size, 
appearance, and composition. The ends of these 
wives are characteristic of wires which have been 
pulled apart by unusual forces. No source for these 
wire fragments has been found on the airplane. 


Zipper teeth and fragmentary pieces of rubber 

and fabric, consistent in composition with material 
in some blue zipper type flight bags, have been

the main wreckage scene, into life jacket, found in 
the Kure Beach area and into the floor mats 
mentioned in paragraphs two and three above. 


Based on above examinations, the FBI Laboratory 
advised that the findings are indicative of a dynamite 
explosion initiated electrically, using a dry cell battery. 
This explosion occurred in the passenger area of the cabin 
of the aircraft in close proximity to FRANK's body.

his clients for the most part were Puerto Ricans referred to 
him by an accountant, By his own statements, 
he indicated his yearly Income anywhere from $5,000 to 

$10,000, prior to. 1958, 


On July 21, 1959, FRANK filed Articles of 
Incorporation for J & P Factors,-Inc, Although his concern 
appeared to be a personal operation, he listed its address at

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The stated purpose of this corporation was to 
engage generally in the mercantile brokerage business, to ldan 
money on open accounts, bills and accounts receivable, and to 
borrow money for the purpose of acquiring additional funds for 
the transaction of its business. There were three directors 
and FRANK was listed as one with a holding of one share. 


Since the formation of J & P Factors, FRANK devoted 
less time to his criminal and civil practice and directed most 
of his efforts toward negotiating mortgages in various parts 
of the United States, South America and the Dutch West Indies.

Celt R, K, Abbott Incorporated, a mortgage brokerage Firm 
Wn Fort Lauderdale, Florida, FRANK instituted ambitious opera- 
tions. 


Investigation reflects FRANK had negotiated to 
provide mortgage financing in excess of $25,000,000 on behalf 
of J & P Factors, Incorporated. Available information indicat 
FRANK received over $95,000.00 in fees in connection with the 
proposed loans. Investigation fails to reveal FRANK ever had 
any substantial financial backing or that he ever consummated 
a@ proposed mortgage transaction. 


In instituting his brokerage schemes, PRANK usuelly 
represented himself as a front for large financial interests. 


In preliminary negotiations, FRANK sometimes made 
statements concerning his ability to secure enormous mortgage 
funds, at timessuggesting he was representing an undervorid 
syndicate. On other occasions he mentioned the names of well 
known personalities, such as ZSA ZSA GABOR, JACKIE ROBINSON , 
SOPHE TUCKER, etc., as being his backers. He also used the 
names of financiers known to him, suggesting that they were 
associated with his enterprises. 
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FRANK on occasion also used financial statements 
which he had obtained when representing certain clients in tax 
or other legal matters. He sometimes represented these state- 
ments as being the financial statements of hig principals in 
connection with prospective mortgage commitments, 


FRANK also utilized a technique of a Time Certificate 
of Deposit. This transaction involves an application to a 
legitimate financial institution by an individual representing 
a prospective mortgagor, to place on deposit in a specific bank 
a sun of money to be set aside pending investigation and final 
determination of the merits of a particular mortgage application: 
The prospective borrower, in turn, pays interest on the money 
during the stipulated period of deposit. However, the money is in 
no way at the disposal of the petitioner until a closing of the 
mortgage is consummated, 


After such a time deposit was made in the Empire 
Trust Company, New York City, by the Resolute Insurance Company 
of Hartford, Connecticut, FRANK, in possession of papers 
attesting to such a deposit, represented to prospective mortgagors 
that he, in fact, had such money available to him. In connection 
with a deal involving the Desert Inn Motel in Tuscon, Arizona, 
FRANK indicated that he had $650,000.00 mortgage money for his 
disposal deposited in the Empire Trust Company, New York City. 
FRANK also used this deposit to suggest to other borrowers the 
fact that he did have wealthy principals and considerable money 
behind him,

f -After creating the impression that J & P Factors did 
aave large amounts of cash at its disposal, FRANK demanded standby 
and investigative fees prior to actually indicating that he intended 
to close the mortgage transaction. In some instances, upon payment 
o£ such fees, he did send to various cities a legitimate attorney, 
architect or engineer whose assignments apparently were handled in 
eh faith, to demonstrate part performance on his mortgage commit- 
nents. 
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Since FRANK was néver able to show any substantial 
financial backing, he continually stalled the prospective 
mortgagors by either creating a fiction of misunderstanding or 
imposing some type of impediment which would make the closing 
impossible. In at least one instance, the backers, disgusted 
at FRANK's delays, did obtain financing through other sources. 


PRANK likewise used the technique of "cool-off" 
telegrams and telephone calls, promising future performances 
but never living up to his commitments. 


Imnediately prior to his death, FRANK was unable to 
perform on more than twenty such mortgage commitments. Upon 
his return from a western trip in December 1959, he told his 
associates all the transactions would be closed and sent out 
telegrams to many of his clients advising closings would oceur 
by at least the end of January 1950, Yet he gave no evidence 
of having any financial backers. In fact, FRANK conceived of 
a situation where he utilized close associates to create the 
impression the principals behind J & P Factors, Incorporated, 
had discharged him from his duties as attorney because he was 
alleged to have been receiving kickbacks from contractors. 


FRANK also had a new concern, The Anas Corporation, 
formed, purportedly to replace J & P Factors and close all the 
outstanding business deals of J & P Factors, Incorporated. 

The attorney who handled the Anas Corporation was unable to 
close one deal, since no financial backers could be found and 
FRANK refused to make his fileé’ available.

New York State Bar Association, It was reliably reported that 
the New York State Bar Association was going to recommend FRANK 
for suspension or disbarment when the Hearing Board convened on 
January 7, 1960. FRANK purchased a copy of the Bar Association 
Hearing Minutes for $70.00, so he was aware of the charges 
against him and the status of the hearing.

this examination that PRANK was completely unfit to appear in 

any court and recommended that FRANK take a vacation from his law 
practice uril January, 1960. 


FRANK took an extended vacation and visited the 
West Coast during the period November 25th - December 18, 1959. 
According to FRANK's close associate, HERBERT CANTOR, FRANK, when 
he returned from this western trip, was completely relaxed and 
seemed to be "his own self again". 


Six months prior to his death FRANK depleted his 
many bank accounts in New York from balances in the thousands to 
nominal totals. As of November, 1959, FRANK had his stock 
holdings sold, and his brokerage account closed. 


On January 4, 1960, FRANK changed the ownership of 
a joint safe deposit box maintained at the Peoples Sav 
Nestport, Connecticut, from a joint account in his and 
name to the name of only.

During the period from April 20, 1959, until 
December 31, 1959, FRANK purchased nearly $1,000,000.00 in life 
and accident insurance. On December.31, 1959, FRANK bought

FRANK offered to make wagers with various persons 
prior to some of his flights, betting that he would never come 
back, However, he had beentravelling by air extensively for the 
past three years. In connection with this he had received a 
United Airlines plaque, indicating the he had travelled more 
than 100,000 miles by air. Some of FRANK's flight companions 
have claimed FRANK never displayed any fear of flying; that, in 
fact, he appeared to enjoy it and on occasions hired private 
planes in order to engage in his business. 


FRANK sent his closest associate, HERBERT CANTOR 
to Florida on December 28, 1959, after a Christmas party in 
his office, during which he remarked he felt he would die soon. 
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PRANK 4id not conduct any business in his office 
after Deecmber 31, 1959, and is not known to have appeared 
there after that date. He attempted to placate his potential 
mortgagors by "cool-off" telegrams and baseless promises, 
perhaps so he would not be annoyed by their threats and demands, 
and to provide them with belief in his good faith which he 
eould not have had.

Shortly before the crash the plane appears to have 
headed out over the ocean from the North Carolina shore toward 
the Florida Coast. Some NAL pilots reportedly announce such a 
change in direction, but as FRANK had flown to Miami before he 
may have been independently aware of this step in the trip. 


Prior to taking the ili-fated trip on & » 1960, 
FRANK purchased a travel alarm clock even though advised 
that they already had one at_home, The FBI Laboratory advised 
that pieces of brass metal found 


aboard the crashed plane and among the debris were Similar to parts 
of an alarm clock of the same type purchased by FRANK the day he ° 
departed on the fatal flight. 


FRANK's body was expelled from the plane perhaps 
five minutes before the crash, some sixteen miles away. Of the 
thirty-four killed, he was the only one whose body was not found 
near the crash site 
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SUMMARY OF ITEMS POINTING TOWARD SUICIDE 


JULIAN FRANK had collected about $95,000 as fees from 
various sources seeking mortgages through his factoring and 
brokerage operations, but having failed to close any trans- 
action, he was facing business and professional difficulties. 


At the year's end, he sent telegrams to many of his 
prospective mortgagors assuring them the matters were to be 
elosed in January 1960, but he appears to have had no prospect 
of providing the needed funds to complete the deals. 


Four civil actions had been brought against him and 
more were threatened. He was under investigation by the FBI 
for possible violation of the Fraud By Wire Statute and a com=- 
Plaint against him had been made to the New York District 
Attorney. 


One of these actions was brought by JERRY PLUCER- 
SARNA, a former client, to recover money entrusted to FRANK. 
His alleged mishandling of $20,000 of such funds also was the 
basis for disbarment proceedings pending with the New York 
Bar Association on which a further hearing had been scheduled 
for January 7, 1960. 


The probable collapse of his mortgage brokerage 
operation should have been apparent to FRANK in late October 
1959. As of that time, he had $20,000 life insurance and 
$oo8 Ooo travel coverage. On November 1, 1959, he obtained his 

500,000 straight life policy, secured $200,000 additional travel 
coverage later the same month and on December 31, 1959, obtained 
$187,500 coverage for the fatal flight. Thus his total insur- 
ance was $1,007,500 at the time of his death. 
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He had spoken during the last months of nis life of 
a fear of flying. Acquaintances and relatives are not in 
agreement as to whether such a fear actually existed,

physician during November, at which time the doctor noted ne

"11/21/59. Very upset, almost in a panic... Was 
booked for an airplane trip but couldn't get on the plane. 
Has nausea and diarrhea. This began yhen he bought insurance. 
He has the feeling that he is going to die - that he was going 
to erack up..." 


At an office Christmas party, he remarked he had the 
feeling he would die soon and at a New Year's Eve gathering he 
stated that he was flying to Miami within a few days and 
expected he would die in a plane crash. He reportedly offered 
to bet with friends on recent occasions that he would not re~ 
turn from anticipated trips. FRANK also is reported to have 
spoken to another attorney during the New Year's weekend about 
handling his affairs were he to die. 


He remarked to the sales girl who sold him the 
$187,500 flight coverage on December 31, 1959, that he had the 
“darndest feeling about this trip." 


FRANK left a list of his insurance policies for 
before the fatal flight and also noted thereon two instances 
where money was owed_him etter appearing to have been pre- 
ared for reading by latter his death had been left for 
reviously, S date of preparation is uncertain, 
states it had been left for her considerably 
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. On January 3, 1960, ne attempted to close out an 
investment he had made in a real estate venture in Connecticut. 


On January 4, 1960, he removed his name from the

His personal pank accounts had been depleted at the

FRANK had not seen his grandfather who resides in the 
Bronx for four yeargprior to Christmas, 1959.

FRANK's possession of dynamite has not been 
established. 


He did, however, make inquiries about obtaining 
explosives in the Fall of 1959, reportedly in 
connection with South American mining and 
revolutionary deals, 


He did not apply for double indemnity coverage 
when he obtained his half million dollar policy on November’ 1,1959. 


Obtaining of such reportedly delays issuance 
of the policy pending a more thorough 
investigation. 


Relative to an additional $200,000 insurance policy 
contracted by him on January 1, 1960, he failed to perfect the 
coverage by not appearing for a physical examination as 
scheduled on January 4, 1960. 


He bought a round trip ticket to Miami on December 31, 
1959, for the fatal flight and made a reservation for return to 
New York on January 7, 1960. 


He used his credit card and did not have 
to pay cash, 
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POSSIBILITY THAT EXPLOSION MAY HAVE RESULTED 
FROM OTHER THAN SUICIDE ON PART OF JULIAN FRANK 


The possibility of mechanical or structural failure 
‘of the DC6B airplane has been eliminated by findings of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Examinations conducted by and for the Civil 
Aeronattics Board and by the FBI Laboratory have indicated the 
initial disintegration of the plane occurred as the result of an 
explosion in the cabin area in close proximity to JULIAN FRANK, 


Aside from suicide on the part of FRANK, possibilities 
in the field of humanfactors include self destruction on the part 
of other passengers, murder provoked by a non-passenger, or 
accident apart from mechanical or structural failure. 


The background and activities of other passangers 
and crew members have been scanned but in no instance has there 
been an indication pointing to probate involvement of any of 
them, innocently or otherwise, in destruction of the plane. 


Because FRANK often alluded to his connectim with 
gangsters, some persons acquainted with him have suggested the 
explosion may have been caused by underworld elements as - 
veprisal against him for some breach of contract or trust. FRANK 
was reported to have referred to underworld backing to avoid 
identifying his principals when pressed: on the matter by 
potential mortagors, He also had a number of dissatisfied 
mortage and legal clients, some of whom had made substantial payments 
to FRANK in expectation of obtaining loans. . 


With respect to the possibility of underworld retribu- 
tion, no information has been developed that. FRANK had contacts 
with, or represented other than small time figures in the eriminal 
element. One prominent lawyer who represents important underworld 
elements, advised he knew FRANK slightly, belittled the possibility 
that any key racket figure would have anything to do with him, 
and pointed out that mirder on such a scale to eliminate one man 
would hardly be consistent with the usual underworld method of 
killing, .

Although nothing has been developed to indicate that 
FRANK did, in fact, have any substantial source of money on which 
he coulddraw to make loans, this circumstance was not known to 
those who were waiting his action to close on mortgage propositions, 
They recognized that he set difficult terms and often delayed 
closings for various reasons, but since he had appeared to 
demonstrate activity on his own part, such as inspection of con- 
structions sites, many had not concluded that he had no funds 
available, 


Just before the end of December, telegrams had been 
sent to many of those who were pressing hardest, promising 
closings before the end of January. ‘These persons had much of their 
own money tied up in the proposed ventures, and stood to profit 
only if FRANK lived and fulfilled his commitments. 


Some of these individuals were legitimate real estate 
operators who had over-extended their credit or whose promotions 
were not attractive to conservative investors, Several groups, 
in fact, were religious organizations, 


FRANK's one known enemy was JERRY PEUCER-SARNA, a 
commercial photographey wno had entrusted $38,000 to FRANK's care. 
PLUCER brought a civil suit and complained to the Bar Association 
charging misuse of funds, when FRANK failed to produce the last 
$20,000 of this amount, Nothing was developed to indicate 
PLUCER was a type to resort to physical violence or homicide and 
it appears his grievance was satisfied by the action he had taken 
especially since FRANK had placed $20,00 in escrow against the out- 
come of the civil suit. 


There were reports soon after FRANK's death that he 
had engaged in dealings involving Cuban pesos. Investigation 
developed, however, that while FRANK did engage in talks with 
persons interested in discounting Cuban pesos, neither did 
such discussions pass the preliminary stage, nor were the 
individuals involved connected closely with any Cuban sources, 
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NAL Flight #601 on the night of January 5, 1960, 
on which FRANK had scheduled passage, was cancelled because 
needed repairs could not quickly be made to a damaged wind- 
shield. Two other planes, an Electra and the DC6B, were 
made ready and the passengers on the original flight were 
assigned to the replacement aircraft. As the Electra was 
the faster ship, its passenger capacity was filled first, with 
the remaining 29 persons being given space on the DC6B, 
Persons who observed FRANK at the airport on the night of 
January 5, 1960, report that at the last minute he gave 
up his place on the line for the Electra and decided to board 
the DC6B, which crashed. 
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Of about two hundred persons who were in the NAL 
area at the airport late on January 5, 1960, fewer than ten 
recall having observed FRANK, None reported naving seen 
anyone hand him a package. Few persons knew he was making 
the trip at the specific time. 


As noted previously, it has been concluded the 
explosion occurred near FRANK, Neither his attache case nor 
flight bag has been recovered. Shredded naterlal similar to 
that used in flight bags was located in the wreckage and a 
piece of metal similar to part of the hardware used_on 
faa cases, like that of FRANK's,was found 
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The attache case was fairly heavy in construction, 
had identifying initials on the outside and was several years 
old. There is no evidence that anyone else besides FRANK 
carried it or the flight pag onto the plane. [______Jhas 
stated that a blue imported T shirt and pieces of brown socks 
found in the wreckage are probably identical with such items 
which she packed in the canvas bag before 
departed, 


Another possibility is that FRANK may have 
detonated an explosive by accident. On two occasions, 
prior to his death, FRANK is known to have expressed interest 
in explosives and munitions in connection with alleged trans- 
actions with Venezuelan revolutionaries and in a mining opera- 
tion in Argentina. Nothing developed to date confirms the 
alleged Venezuelan activity. Principals in the Argentine 
mining deal believed it was still active at the time of 
FRANK's death although he had cancelled a trip to Argentina, 
which had been scheduled for November. 


There is no prodf that FRANK dla not have explosives 
which were accidently detonated aboard flight number 2511. 
No indication has been developed, however, indicating a 
reason for which he would have carried explosive samples. 
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PRANK's trip to Florida purportedly was to 
elose the Cypress Creek Country Club deal on January 6, 
1960. On the following day, January 7, 1960, he was 
scheduled to appear before the New York Bar Association 
in New York, among other appointments. 
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REPORTED RELATIONSHIP OF 
JULIAN FRANK TO DR. ROBERT 
SPEARS, SUSFECT IN CRASH OF 
NAL FLIGHT 967 ON 11/16/59. 


NAL Flight 967, en route Tampa, Florida, to 
New Orleans, Louisiana, crashed in the Guif of Mexico 
after 1:43 a.m. on November 16, 1959. ‘The plane had 
left Tampa Airport at 12:25 a.m. on November 16, 1959, 
and was last contacted by radio from New Orleans at 
1:43 a.m., November 16, 1959. 


The name Dr. ROBERT V. SPEARS was carried on 
the passenger list and initially he was believed to 
have perished along with 40 other persons reportedly 
on board. Bodies of some of the passengers, and debris 
and mail from the plane, were located in the Gulf, bus 
the aircraft itself has not been recovered. 


SPEARS had flown from Dallas to Tampa on 
November 13, 1959, on the first half of a round trip 
plane ticket. He had a $100,000 flight insurance 
policy taken out in September, 1959, in Los Angeles. 


SPEARS was found alive in Phoenix, Arizona, 
in January, 1960, and was subsequently arrested, 
cenvicted, and sentenced to jail in connection with 
a Federal charge of Interstate Transportation of a 
Stolen Motor Vehicle involving a car owned by WILLIAM 
ALLEN TAYLOR of Tampa. 


SPEARS said that, while he was in Tampa, he 
had been in close contact with TAYLOR who had complained 
of suffering from a pinched nerve resulting from an old 
injury. 
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On the night of November 15, 1959, SPEARS and 
TAYLOR drove to Tampa Airport in TAYLOR's car, arriving 
about an hour before NAL flight 967 was scheduled to 
depart. SPEARS had reservations to Dallas. 


At the airport, TAYLOR reportedly asked 
SPEARS to drive TAYLOR's car to Dallas while TAYLOR 
flew to Dallas to obtain treatment for his injury. 
SPEARS vefused, and, about 20 minutes before plane 
departure time, went to the terminal, checked in at. 
NAL ticket counter, and returned to the car where 
TAYLOR was waiting. 


TAYLOR again asked SPEARS to let him fly on.. 
the plane. SPEARS then agreed, and TAYLOR entered the 
terminal with a small brown suitcase and SPRARS' plane 
ticket. TAYLOR, according to SPEARS, had told SPEARS 
he had the bag packed as he had intended to drive to 
Atlanta, Georgia. SPEARS, after TAYLOR departed, 
started for Dallas, Texas, shortly after midnight in 
TAYLOR's car. 


TAYLOR was not issued a ticket as he appears 
to have had that of SPEARS, He did, however, purchase 
$37,500.00 in travel insurance for the flight to 
Dallas, making his son the beneficiary. 


TAYLOR has been missing from: Tampa since 
November 15, 1959. His body was not among those re~ 
covered, and it is not known whether he actually 
boarded the plane. . 


SPEARS claims that he learned of the plane 
crash while driving west, became confused and dis- 
turbed, and continued on to California, later going 

, Arizona. On January 7, 1960, he visited 

in Dallas and urged her to attempt to fraudu- 
lently collect on his flight insurance. 
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After the name of JULIAN PRANK appeared in 
press accounts of the Bolivia, North Carolina crash, 
oneL_SS™SCSCS™CSC*édt who: hand. ween apprehended in 
July, 1959, with SPEARS on an abortion charge, advised 
that soon after this arrest, SPEARS told him that 
JULIAN FRANK, an attorney in New York Clty, was a 
personal friend of his and that he felt FRANK was the 
best attorney in the country and wished that he was 
licensed to practice in California. SPEARS reportedly 
described FRANK as a syndicate lawyer who kr ail

He stated, however, that he was under the 
definite impression that WILLIAM A, TAYLOR accompanied 
SPEARS in making this trip. 


Investigation indicated. that WILLIAM A, 
TAYLOR may have been a resident at the Hotel Seville, 
feng 29th Street, New York City, in September, 


At the Hotel Seville, photographs of SPEARS, 
TAYLOR, and FRANK were displayed, but nothing was 
developed indicating any of these individueis were 
known at the hotel. However, it has been ascertained 
TAYLOR was in New York City on September 4, 1959, at 
the Manhattan Shirt Company, 444 Madison Avenue, New 
York City. 
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SIMILARITIES IN FRANK AND SPEARS CASES 


There is a similarity between what transpired at 
Idlewild Airport, New York City,on the night of November 16, 
1959, and at Tampa Airport on the morning of the same date

Flight Number 967 from Tampa to New Orleans 
crashed November 16, 1959, possibly with TAYLOR aboard. 
New York to Miami flight of November 16, 1959, was 
completed without incident. FRANK died January 6, 1960, 
when NAL flight 2511 from New York to Miami erashed in 
North Carolina. 


National Airlines planes departing near midnight 
on consecutive nights were involved in the two incidents 
of November 16, 1959. SPEARS went into hiding after he 
became aware of the crash of the plane on which he had booked 
passage from Tampa to Dallas.

Investigation has established no connection 
between SPEARS and FRANK.

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In pursuing aspects of FRANK's life, 
matters related to the crash, over 4100 interviews 
conducted by\or for, Bureau representatives, of which approxi- 
mately 1000 weve with persons engaged to some degyée in handling 
explosives. Inquiries have been made in forty-four FBI Field 
Divisions, as well as in six foreign countries Hundreds of 
evidentiary specimens have been examined by the FBI Laboratory. 


As set out subsequently herein, information 
developed has tended\to establish that JU ABN FRANK possessed 

the motive and state mind which may wé11 have-compe@led him 

to cause the explosion\in an act of suj¢ide, His recently 
acquired insurance and the choice of a’ means of self destruction 
which could well have aedgroyed all suggestion of the act, thereby 
circumventing "suicide el wees", of/his insurance, buttress the 
information regarding his Me of/mind and motive, 


Although no evidence has been developed to place 
PRANK in possession of an expldsive device, he did make inquiries 
relative to acquisition of dyfamite samples and delayed fuses 
several months before his apath This incident occurred in a 
period when FRANK was obta ming ‘substantial additional insurance 
coverage. 


As theAll-fated plane was only partially filled,

Only the $10,000 Service Life policy cayried by 
JULIAN FRANK has been paid to the beneficiary, in\this 
instances Mrs, ESTELLE FRANK, his mother.

by FRANK's edtate against companies with which other 
insurance had\been placed, although the usual proof of 

death had been\submitted. The oldest policy in this 

group was written April 20, 1959, and all have clauses, 
either specifically or inferentially, excluding suicide.

On May @7, 1960, the Occidental Life/Insurance 
Company of Californi with which the $500,000 J4fe insurance 
policy was carried, led suit in Federal Court at New Haven, 
Connecticut, to void the policy of JULIAN PRANK, charging 
he died-by suicide on ary 6, 1960.

Pursuant to instructions, I telephoned SAC W. W. Bromwell 
of the Charlotte Office who is with Assistant Director Trotter at the 
scene of the crash near Bolivia, North Carolina. I talked with Bromwell; 
Trotter not being available to a telephone, and pointed out to him that 
the Bureau did not desire that there be any indication that we were 
investigating the airline crash on the possibility that there might have 
been an explosion of some type to cause the crash. I instructed Bromwell 
that during the course of their identification operations they should view 
the scene of the crash and the pieces of the airplane and then advise whether 
or not there was any indication of the possibility of an explosion. 


SAC Bromwell telephoned today and advised that he had looked 
at the parts of the plane which were at the scene of the crash and there was 
no indication as far as he could ascertain of powder burns or disintegration 
of the type that would be caused by an explosion. He stated that at this time 
there was every indication that the pilot and the passengers had some warning 
that the crash was going to occur, this based upon the fact that some of the 
passengers had on life vests and also from the position of the plane which was 
inland when normaily at this stage of the flight the plane would be over water. 


SAC Bromwell advised that they have established liaison with 
the Civil Aeronautics Board and state authorities and that any matters of 
interest will be immediately forwarded to the Bureau.

It will be recalled that Trotter had previously indicated 
that a section of the plane approximately 6 by 10 feet was found on 
the beach at Kure Beach. Trotter advised that he has now seen this 
piece of the plane and has approximated it to be actually about 6 by 
8 feet. He aiso observed marines who were assisting in this matter 
match this piece against the side of another DC-6B and it is very 
clear that this is a portion of the fuselage which is located on the 
right side of the plane immediately adjacent to the number three motor. 
This piece of metal ismt bént or bowed but is entirely flat. It has 
serratededges, indicating some kind of cutting action, suggesting the 
possibility of tearing or ripping action. Trotter indicated that 
there was also found on the beach a piece of metal shelving which 
would normally have been immediately inside the piece of fuselage 
which was found. This piece of shelving also is not bent as would 
probably be the case had an explésion occurred either above or below 
this metal shelving. Trotter advised that while no opinion of any 
kind has been expressed by the CAB investigators who actually started 
their investigation at l p.m. yesterday, he speculated that it may 
be possible that a propéller blade broke and cut the fuselage at the 
lead edge of the piece which was subsequently found, that wind 
resistance then tore this strip from the side of the plane, that this 
action would then depressurize: the plane, and might have resulted

The Charlotte Office will continue to maintain close liaison with CAB 
to ascertain the cause of this crash. In the absence of information indicating a 
violation within our investigative jurisdiction we will not enter the investigation of 
the actual crash, The investigation by New York regarding the backgrounds of Frank 
and his associates and Charlotte's attempt to ascertain the contents of Frank's 
personal effects will be followed closely. On1-9-60, New York was instructed to 
press this matter vigorously and to prepare for simultaneous interviews with Frank's 
associates when they have all been identified. This action is considered tobe desir- 
able to ascertain if this group had any involvement in the plane crash or whether they 
are involved in some criminal activity. If this investigation indicates a violation 
within. thejurisdiction of the FBI, a separate investigation will be instituted 
immediately. under an appropriate classification. You will be advised of pertinent 
developments,

ADDENDUM: 


At approximately 2 PM, 1-9-60, SAC Bromwell, Charlotte, telephonically 
advised Mr. Sizoo that another body had been located on the sea coast about 20 miles 
from the crash scene in the same general area, where the piece of fuselage was bé 
located. This body is believed to be that of Julian Frank, although it has not been 7c 
positively identified. -Two seats were also noted floating in the water in this general 
area. Bromvwell advised that Cantor and visited the crash scene and they were 
interested in obtaining what they described as Frank's only piece of luggage, a small 
zipper bag, originally issued by Pan Anerican World Airways. This bag has not been 
found to date. Bromwell was instructed to furnish CAB the information available 
regarding Frank to date and to advise them that we are checking out this information. 
‘He was instructed to tell CAB that this may relate to criminal activities by Frank and 
his associates and should not be the subject of any publicity.

Facts Regarding Crash 


About 2:45 AM. on 1/6/60 a National Air DC-6B enroute 
from New York Gity to Miami with 29 passengers and a crew of five 
crashed near Bolivia,,W. C. 


fhe bodies of 32 persons have been recovered to date and 
have all been identified, either through fingerprints or other . 
means, The FBI disaster squad, under the direction of Mr. Trotter, 
has participated in the identifications, Mr. Trotter is satisfied 
that the identifications are correct, The two missing bodies 
are those of Julian Andrew Frank of New York City and Westport, 
Gonn., and Carlos Ramos Yaldes, reportedly a Cuban banker. 


Investigators of the GAR are attempting to determine 
the cause of the crash and are attempting to reconstruct the 
atreraft for this purpose. Nothing has come to light to date 
indicating that the crash was deliberately caused or to bring the 
actual crash within our investigative jurisdiction. The Charlotte 
Office is maintatning close liaison with CAB. 


One section of the atreraft was located near Kure Beach, 
N¥. C., about 20 to 25 miles from the actual crash scene. On 
the evening of 1/8/60 Ur. Trotter telephonically advised that he 
had seen this section of the aircraft. It is approximately siz 
by etght feet in size and matches a portion of the fuselage 
located on the right side of the plane near the number three 
engine. The ptece of fuselage ts not bent or bowed but is 
entirely fiat. It has serrated edges, indicating some kind of 
cutting action. A ptece of metal shelving was also found near 
the piece of fuselage, which normally would have been immediately 
inside this portion of the fuselage. This shelving, likewise, 
ts not bent as would probably have been the case tf an explosion 
had occurred, Ur. Trotter stated that, while CAB has not expressed 
any opinion regarding the cause of the crash, it might be possible 
that @ propelier blade broke and cut the fuselage at the leading 
edge of this piece, that air resistance tore this strip from the 
Plane, and that the crash resulted.

Senator Miké‘Mionroney, Chairman of the Aviation Subcommittee, called at 
12:30 p.m. on January 15, 1960. He stated he wanted to touch base with us so that 
he could more substantially "see where he was going in his investigation." 

Senator Monroney mentioned that he had gone rather far out on a limb in his 
press statements and that he wanted to make certain that he was accurate in his 
position before any further activities were conducted, He asked if I would immediately 

| come up to his office and brief him regarding the captioned matter. I told the 
Senator that the Director would naturally want to be of assistance; however, that our 
investigation was at a preliminary stage and there was nothing to pass on at this time, 

j He was told there appeared to be no need of my seeing him at this specific moment, 
The Senator agreed but stated he was curious as to whether we had conducted investi- 
gation in Miami in connection with the two individuals awaiting passenger Julian Frank's 
arrival on the ill-fated plane. I told the Senator the Director had instructed that the 
full facilities of the FBI be thrown into this investigation and that quite naturally we 
were considering not only the Florida angle, but all angles. He next inquired as to 
whether we were conducting investigation in New York as to Frank's backgroufid; I 
| told him that quite naturally this would be an initial part of the investigation, 


Sen. Monroney asked me what I thought he should say in connection. with 
releasing facts to the press as a result of his talk with me. I told him I was not 
aware of the fact he had called for that purpose. He then stated he was being pressured 
considerably and that he had to make some type of statement today. I told the Senator 
that the FBI, of course, made no statements in connection with pending cases, He 
then asked if there would be any objections to his stating that he had been in touch with 
the FBI and that the FBI had told him we are investigating this matter with our full 
facilities. I told the Senator there would be no objection to this statement, however, 
he might consider the fact that the papers had already carried a statement of this
